The Diplomatic Process Is Set To Begin... 
Agawam’s Italian Sister City Commission

Some time next year, they hope to be walking 
the Freedom Trail with visitors from Italy. Last 
week, the Italian Sister City Commission took 
another step down the diplomatic path toward 
cementing a relationship for cultural exchange 
with the Town of Frosinone. 

Italian Regional Vice-Consul Giuseppe 
Polimeni will begin the diplomatic process by in- 
forming the rnayor and City Council of Frosinone 
of the commission’s invitation to become 
Agawam’s sister city. Having already expressed 


an interest in joining with Agawam for cultural, ° 


educational, and economic exchange programs, 
Frosinone is expected to accept the offer soon. 
But, Polimeni said the formal process of 
estabiishing a sister city will not begin at the 
Italian Foreign Ministry until September. 

Through his experience in working with the Spr- 
ingfield Sister City Commission, Polimeni offered 
several suggestions for a successful, ongoing ex- 
change program. 

“Of key importance is a strongly committed, 
permanent commission to keep the relationship 
going,” Polimeni said. ‘Also of key importance 
are involving business and civic leaders and 
establishing committees to carry on the work and 
follow through on the programs.”

town.” 

But, Mayor Christopher C. Johnson said he 
hasn’t been approached by the commission on 
the issue of funding and he’s not ready to set a 
precedent without first looking into the way other 
communities fund their sister city commissions. 

“When the commission was formed, | didn’t 
form it with the intent that the city would fund its 
activities,” Johnson said. “It’s difficult for me to 
answer a question based on how Springfield 
funds its sister city commission. Other cities 
could be using funds from federal community 
block grants that we don’t get in Agawam.” — 

Before making a commitment on funding, 
Johnson said he would need to know if other 
cities are taping into business and civic organiza- 
tions as a source of funding sister city programs. 

“If sister city commissions in other cities are 
using community resources outside the city 
budget, |! would expect our commission to use the 
same community resources,” Johnson said. 

Two months ago, the 21-member Italian Sister 
City Commission chose the town of Frosinone, 
located 70 miles from Rome in the Region of 
Lazio, as its first choice for entering into a for- 
malized relationship of educational, social, and 
economic exchange.

Receives National Appreciation Award 


The Armenian Assembly of America presented 
Senate Assistant Majority Leader Linda J. Melco- 
nian (D-Springfield) with a national appreciation 
award June 6th, honoring her for founding the 
Armenian Summer Internship Program in 
Washington as Assistant Counsel to the legen- 
dary late Speaker of the House, Thomas P. “Tip” 
O'Neill. 

Melconian was honored at the Armenian 
Assembly of America’s National Tribute Gala. 
Over 300 Armenian-Americans from across the 
country came to celebrate the event and pay 
tribute to the 20th anniversary of the Assembly’s 
Summer Internship Program. 

Melconian began the internship program after 
discussions with well-known Assembly activist 
Robert Kaloosdian, one of O’Neill’s constituents. 
Kaloosdian and Melconian formed the idea of 
placing Armenian youth in congressional and 
governmental internships throughout 
‘Washington. The first interns were placed in the 
office of the Speaker and other legislative offices. 
To date, over 600 Armenians have been placed in 
summer internships as a result of Melconian’s ef- 
forts. 

“The Internship Program opens the eyes of our 
young people. It serves to plant the seeds of learn- 
ing and opportunity in their young, fertile minds. 
That’s what the Armenian Assembly Internship 


Program is all about,” Melconian said. Melconian 
challenged the Assembly to reach the goal of 
1,000 intern alumni by the 30th anniversary of the 
program. F 

Melconian had the honor of presenting 
posthumously an award to her former boss and 
mentor, the late Speaker O'Neill, honoring him for 
his service to the Armenian community. O’Neill’s 
daughter, Rosemary, accepted the painting of 
Armenian children’s art on behalf of her father. 

The featured speaker at the event, newly- 
appointed Armenian Foreign Minister Vartan 
Oskanian, told the crowd that Armenia was 
serious about peace with Azerbaijan and Turkey. 
Although relations with Turkey remain tense and 
hostile, Oskanian is hopeful that Turkey will 
recognize its role in the Armenian Genocide. 
Once this happens, Oskanian sees hope for 
peace. : 

“Eor the past seven years, Turkey has refused 
to establish diplomatic ties with Armenia, and 
since 1993, has been blockading Armenia. If 
Turkey continues to have a negative attitude, 
Armenia will reciprocate in a similar manner. If 
Turkey changes its position and adopts a positive 
approach, Armenia is willing to respond 
similarly,” Oskanian said. : 

Oskanian is part of the new Republic of 
Armenia under the leadership of President Robert 
Kocharian.

The second patent is for a gear box that allows 
maintenance people to remove the power shaft — 
that goes through the center of the airplane 
engine without taking the entire front end of the 
engine apart. The patent was issued in January 
1986. 

Dick received an amount of cash and beautiful 
plaques for each of these degisns. 

As the sons grew up, one of the Gingras’ 
bedrooms became what Dick calls “the scout of- . 
fice.” It is tastefully decorated with much ~~ 
scouting memorabilia, as well as his Pratt & 
Whitney retirement and patent plaques. 

There is an impressive walking staff with carv- 
ings on it that depict Dick’s personal scout 
history (given to him when he was advisor to the 
Order of the Arrow). There is also a large framed 
Norman Rockwell print showing the degrees of 
scouting, and he has programs from annual ban- 
quets from 1979 to date. : 

There are also old newspapers, one from 
December 8, 1941 when Japan attacked Pearl Har- 
bor starting U.S. participation in World War Il, and 
one from May 7, 1945 announcing ‘“‘Victory in 
Europe” in World War Il. There are other items too 
numerous to detail. 

From his scout office at home, Dick Gingras 
continues his work among the achievements and 
sourvenirs of a lifetime.

Like it or not, life is all about making choices. 
Sometimes, we are faced with the need to decide 
i between two or more good choices. Those who 
are graduating from high school or college are in 
this position. Whether or not to go on to college or 
grad school, and if so, where, can challenge a per- 
a son. Still, that person is choosing between poten- 
tially pleasant alternatives. 

Like it or not, each of us is forced to choose 
either for or against God. In this instance, we are 
not deciding between two or more good choices.

Cutting Your Debt ... Part II . 


Last week, we looked at the first four steps you 
should be taking if you happen to find yourself 
deeper in debt than you had originally thought. 
This week, we’ll look at the remaining four steps 
necessary to controlling your debt. , 

These simple steps can be easily accomplish- 
ed, and | strongly urge you to read the info listed 
below ... and set your goals. 

With the economy showing no noticable im- 
provements, there’s all the more reason for you to 
take charge of your personal finances, especially 
your debt. List your problems areas ... set your 
goals ... make a plan ... and JUST DO IT! Best 
wishes! 

RULE 5: CONSIDER REFINANCING YOUR 
MORTGAGE ... By trading in your mortgage for a 
new one with a lower interest rate, you can slash 
your monthly payment and thus your borrowing 
costs. For example, say that you've been paying a 
12-percent, 30-year, fixed-rate loan for five years 
and you still owe $100,000. If mortgage rates have 
fallen to eight percent and you refinance the 
balance of your mortgage, you could lower your 
payments by more than $200 a month. 

Many people believe that refinancing only 
makes sense if today’s interest rates are two 
points lower than your current rate ... but that’s a 
myth! The bottom line to refinancing is you must 
take the time to figure out the actual numbers 
(please feel comfortable to call me with any ques- 
tions in this area). 

RULE 6: TELEPHONE YOUR CREDITORS IF 
YOU CAN’T MEET PAYMENTS ... Like a bad muf-

service, which you can find by checking the 
yellow pages. A credit counselor will review your 
debts and your ability to pay them and help you to 
set up a supervised payment plan. 

Typically, the first consultation is free. After 
that, you’ll be charged according to your ability to 
pay. Usually, the counselor devises a two» or 
three-year schedule for liquidating your debts. He 
or she determines how much you can afford to 
pay each month and allots a share of the total to 
each of your creditors. 

The counselor then notifies your lenders to get 
off your back. Each month, you write a check to 
the counseling service for the overall specified 
repayment amount, and the counselor mails out 
separate checks to your creditors. 

RULE 8: IF ALL ELSE FAILS, FILE FOR 
BANKRUPTCY. Start weighing this desperate 
measure when creditors threaten to seize part of 
your wages through a court process called gar- 
nishment. Bankruptcy stops creditors from houn- 
ding you by putting you under the protection of 
the U.S. Bankruptcy Court. od 

But filing for bankruptcy has some ugly 
drawbacks. First, you'll have to liquidate most of 
your assets, probably including your house, if you 
have one. Then a record of the bankruptcy will 
show up in your credit bureau files for as long asa 
decade. 

You won’t have to wear a scarlet letter, but you 
will be sentenced to a long term of paying cash 
for practically everything. Getting a mortgage or 
car loan may be quite hard (but not impossible) 
over the following years. 

There are two forms of personal bankruptcy. 
Under the wage earner plan, ‘called Chapter 13, a 
court trustee supervises the full or partial repay- 
ment of your debts, usually over three to five 
years, Under a straight, or Chapter 7, bankruptcy, 
the court apportions most of your assets among 
creditors. 

Federal law, unless overruled by state limits, 
protects $7,500 ($15,000 for a married couple) of 
the equity in a home and about $4,000 of fur- 
nishings and clothing, plus a few designated 
items such as life insurance cash value. The 
balance of your debts gets wiped out. Exceptions

Antibacterial Soaps: 
Helping Or Hurting The 
Fight Against Germs? 


It seems like everyone is worrying about food 
borne illnesses like e-coli and salmonella. As a 
result, the home use of antibacterial soaps is ris- 
ing. 

ou may be surprised to learn that pathologists 
are concerned these soaps may be doing more 
harm than good. While they’re effective for 
eliminating germs today, they may actually play a 
part in creating a new problem - stronger, more 
resistant germs tomorrow. 

E. Randy Eckert, MD, says, “By using an- 
tibacterial soaps in the home, you may be actually 
selecting for a population or organisms that then 
become resistant to those soaps and could poten- 
tially make you sicker.” 

Antibacterial soap originally was intended for 
facilities like hospitals, daycare centers, and nur- 
sing homes. But they are becoming popular in the 
home, because of recent scares with food borne 
illnesses. Dr. Eckert says antibacterial soaps are 
overkill. When it comes to home food preparation, 
regular soap and water will do. 

The biggest threat to food safety is cross- 
contamination. That’s when juices from raw 
chicken, meat, or eggs run into other foods, like 
vegetables. “Cross contamination can occur via 
the countertop or the cutting board, which you 
need to make sure that you wash down thoroughly 
between the different steps in food preparation. 
But it’s also important for the food handler to 
thoroughly wash their hands and prevent that 
cross-contamination from occurring,” says Dr. 
Eckert. 

And, of course, before you serve any food to 
your children, make sure they wash their hands 
thoroughly as well. Pathologists say a great way 
to make sure kids wash their hands thoroughly is 
by having them sing their ABC’s while they scrub- 

ing.

gain for a long-term, very high price. Rest is very 
important. Sleep at least seven hours a night to 
give your body a chance to rebuild itself.

Warm Weather Yields Hot Bass Action 


The hot weather of the last few days warmed 
more than just the water in the ore sae 
: action was nothing short of 
spectacular. Fishing buddy George Powling of 

f and myself worked the weed 
lily pads at Hampton Ponds for

beds and 
largemouth bass on Monday afternoon. 


As a bright sun and heavy boat traffic drove the 
bass into the dense cover, action became fast and 
furious. We Caught bass in the heaviest cover 
available. Bassing can be an exciting pursuit, 
especially when fishing the dense fields of lily 
pads. There is nothing quite as thrilling as’ wat- 
ching a big bass knock an imitation frog or plastic 
lizard out of the water, and chow down on it when 


it lands. 


Most of the lakes and ponds in the valley harbor 
a healthy weed growth. During the hottest days of 
the year, the bass have only two options available. 
the blinding sunlight and get comfor- 
table, the bass must either go into deep water, or 


To avoid 


seek the shade provided by the weeds. 


_The elevated water temperature causes the 
fish’s metabolism to increase, thereby creating a 
need to feed. The majority of the forage species 
will be hiding in the shadow of the weeds and will 
be seeking aquatic insects and the like. Those in- ’ 
sects and others at the base of the food chain 


usually are found in the shallows. 


Fishing thick vegetation can be a challenge 
itself, but that is one of the very best areas to 


locate concentrations of bass depending on 
weather and light conditions. 
weed bed is close to deep water, or adjacent to 
deeper channels, you have got a potential winner. 

One mistake that some fishermen make is to 
throw their favorite surface lure, or crawl their 
favorite soft plastic over the pads, to the exclu- 
sion of all else. If that tactic does not produce, 
either the fish are not in an active feeding mood, 
or the fish just aren’t there. 

Even after having a couple of “takers” via the 
top water route, don’t forget to work the same 
area with a bottom-hugging plastic worm or lizard, 
tigged Texas style. Allow the weedless tigged bait 
to fall into an opening in the pads, and let the lure 
settle to the bottom. Try leaving the bait mo- 
tionless for an eternity or two (15 or 20 seconds). 

Rather than hoisting the plastic worm back to 
the surface and crawling it over another set of 
pads, try bringing it back to the boat (or shore) 
along the bottom. This is a situation that calls for 
strong line with small diameter. We are not as 
concerned with having to uproot a lily pad when 
snagged, but are concerned with the ensuing 
mess a big bass can make as he weaves his way 
through the pad stems en route to deeper water. 

A five-pound bucketmouth entangled with 
another five pounds of weeds and lily pads can be 
a formidable challenge to land. My personal 
choice for this type of fishing is the new Berkley

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Fire Line, which is a fused super line. There are 
three or four good reasons why | like this line for 
heavy weed bed fishing. First, is the fact that the 
line gives the angler exceptional strength witha 
small diameter. It casts and handles well, and pro- 
vides the brute strength necessary to “horse” a 
big bass out of the weeds. Secondly, with a 
stretch factor at near zero, hook sets are easy and 
positive. You don’t have to practically tip the boat 
over while trying to “cross his eyes” like you may 
be used to with stretchy Mono lines. 

In addition to those qualities, the sensitivity of 
this no-stretch line transmits even the subtle dif- 
ference between a pick-up and the bullet weight 
hanging up on a weed stem. The last considera- 
tion in using a fused line such as this nas to do 
with the “coarse” texture of the line itself. We 
have all heard about the necessity of ceramic 
guides on the rod to prevent the line from sawing 
grooves in the guides. 

The pad fishermen can rely on that same “file 
like” texture to saw through végetation when a 
good fish tries to make a run. When a fish winds 
around a lily pad stem, the line is more apt to cut 
right through the stem, rather than uprooting the 
whole thing when you are trying to bring the fish 


to the boat. 
FISH REPORT 
FRESH WATER 

Connecticut River striper fishermen are repor- 
ting that the action has ended. The largest 
number of linesides have begun their trek back to 
the ocean, following the herring downstream. 

Carp fishermen are taking some really big fish 

-along the outer weed edges in the river. Corn and 
branberry dough bait are taking the greatest 
numbers. 

Valley lakes and ponds are warming quickly in 
the heat of this past week. With many lakes 
boasting surface temperatures in the mid to high 
70's, go deep for trout and salmon. 

SALT WATER 

Cape Cod and the Islands are Producing both 
stripers and-bluefish. Surf fishermen are finding 
more stripers than blues. Fluke catches in Cape 
Cod Bay are increasing. Try 40- to 60-feet depths 
with squid strips. 

Point Judith to Long Island Sound are reporting 
that stripers are everywhere. Both boat fishermen 
and surf fishermen are finding action almost 
everywhere that stripers traditionally congregate. 
Five- to seven-inch swimming plugs, as well as 
drifted eels, bunker, and herring, are accounting 
for most of the success. 

Offshore action has picked up with some large 
shark catches being rumored. With everything be- 
ing a couple of weeks ahead of schedule, the in- 
gredients for a tuna salad may be early this year.

“Sachem ’98” Reflects Students’ Creativity 
And Ongoing Expansion At The High School 


Most students, staff, and visitors to Agawam 
High School spent the year trying to ignore the in- 
conveniences of the ongoing construction project 
renovating the school and adding an 18-class- 
room wing. But not the senior class staffers of the 
yearbook. 

Rather than trying to sidestep the construction 
areas, Sachem staffers embraced the construc- 
tion crews’ efforts, adopting the hardhat areas as 
the theme for the 1998 issue of Sachem.

‘Just look at how the kids used construction 
images on every page to carry the theme through 
the book, and look at the complexity of the 
background and layout of each page. The creativi- 
ty of these kids is phenomenal.” 

With a page dedicated to every club, sport, or 
activity at the school, the book has over 3,000 
photographs and includes a number of features 
tarely seen in high school yearbooks. 


For instance, the 16-page color “yearzine”’ 
wrapping up the highlights of the year in news 
and entertainment will give the Class of '98 a time 
capsule of what was going on in the world during 
their senior year. The senior captions section will 
always be a reminder of what thoughts they 
wanted to leave behind for posterity — if they 
could just remember what all the abbreviations 
and initials mean. . 

Although some communities have stopped in- 
cluding senior captions, the feature remains one 
of Sachem’s most treasured traditions among the 
students as their chance to send personal 
messages to their families, their friends, and 
sometimes to their teachers.

Indeed, it was quite a run for Kristen Patterson 
-four years of athletic excellence mixed in nicely 
with academic honors as well. Recently, she took 
some time out to talk about her days as a 
Brownie. 

She turned 18 last November 25th and spent 
four years at the High School. Her final semester 
saw her finish up with physics, A.P. English, 
calculus, and the school’s Yearbook, where she 
was a sportswriter. Physics was her favorite 
course. Arthur Gage and Edward Merrill were her 
top teachers while attending AHS. Kristen was a 
member of the National Honor Society and the 
Quill and Scroll, which recognizes students with 
outstanding abilities in journalism. 

Will Attend AIC 

She'll be attending American International Col- 
lege in Springfield in the fall on a full basketball 
scholarship. Kristen plans on majoring in 
business and will also play soccer for the Yellow 
Jackets. 

Kristen's list of athletic achievements at 
Agawam are impressive, to say the least. She 
played for four years on the soccer, basketball, 
and varsity softball programs. In soccer, she was 
All-Western Mass. second team as a freshman in 
1994. She-was All-Western Mass: first team from 
1995-1997, as well as being named All-State and 
All-New England in 1996 and 1997. 

In 1997, she was named as an All-American and 
was Western Mass: “Player of the Year.”
